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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are utitimately deemed unpersuasive. 

Independent claim 1: 

Applicant argues the combined teachings fail to render obvious several limitations found within this claim. Specifically, applicant argues the 

combined teachings fail to render obvious the following: 

a) the user's network resource information uploaded from an AAA server to an association analysis server; 

b) performing real-time association analysis with the aggregated network usage information; and 

c) wherein the user network information comprises a network access location. 

Re limitation a: The examiner respectfully disagrees. As seen in Schweitzer's Figure 1, multiple devices have gatherer modules attached, 
including a RADIUS server. Each of the distributed gatherer modules uploads the network usage information to a central database for later 
analysis (Schweitzer: col 11 , lines 25-67 describe the specific instance in which the device is a proxy). Therefore Schweitzer teaches 
uploading data from a RADIUS server to a central repository with subsequent analysis. 

Re limitation b: The examiner respectfully disagrees. Schweitzer explicitly recites the aggregation and analysis occurs in real-time 
(Schweitzer: col 3, line 65 - col 4, line 5). 

Re limitation c: The examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicant's definition for the term "network access location" is given the broadest 
reasonable interpretation by one of ordinary skill in the art and consistent with applicant's specification. Applicant's alleged differences are 
not found within the claim language. 

Applicant argues claims 2-5 conditionally on that of their parent claim(s). Applicant's arguments were ultimately found unpersuasive. 
Thus, for reasons stated above and found in the Final Rejection dated 09 April 2009, the rejections of claims 1-5 are hereby maintained. 
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
